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MALINTA CAPTURED 


By General Wheaton's Troops 
After Sharp Fighting 
on Sunday. 
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Filipinos Born Malabon anti Their 
Force* Floe In the Direct on o f Malo­ 
tt* at W hich Platte They are K i­ 
ppered to M ake Their Last Miami, 
Wheaton** Division After Them. 


Manila, March 27.-11:15 a. rn.—Tho 
Americans this morning found the im ­ 
portant town of Polo and a number of 
small villages went of the railroad de­ 
serted and burning. 
They are advanc­ 
ing along the railroad. 
The Americans have advanced along 
the line of the Dago pan railroad driving 
the Filipino* from Maliuto aud New 
Conn van, where there were 3,000 in­ 
habitants. 
Last night the brigade* of 
General Harrison Gray Otis and Gen­ 
eral Hale encamped in the enemy’s 
trenches at New Oauayan and that of 
General Wheaton at Malinta. 
Manila, March 27.—The Filipinos are 
burning their stronghold at Malabon 
and their forces are fleeing from the 
city In the direction of Maloloa. 
General Mac A rthur'a division is push­ 
ing toward Malabon. 
The insurgents will make their last 
■land pri baldy at Maioln*. 
General W heaton’s brigade formed a 
junction with the remainder of General 
M acArthur’* division at Malinta, and 
the two, leaving General Wheaton there, 
marched along the railroad to New 
Cauayar. 
This place was fortified, and 
for SHO yards from it there were trenches 
on each aide of the track. 
These were 
taken poewwrion of by the American 
troops. 
American loss, seven killed aud 
25 wounded. 
Manila, 
March 
27. — The United 
States troop* under Brigadier General 
Lloyd Wheaton captured the town of 
Malinta, beyond the Tuliahan river yes­ 
terday after a sharp fight. 
Colonel 
Harry C. Egbert of the Twenty-second 
infantry wa* killed. 
Prince Lo wen - 
■lien, formerly aide *d camp on the staff 
of Brigadier General Miller at Iloilo, 
somehow got in front of the firing line 
and was shot in tim aide. dying almost 
instantly. 
A general who accompanied him wa* 
wounded. 
The American casualties yesterday 
were much fighter than those of Satur­ 
day, the total kieses thus far reported 
since the engagement commenced being 
45 killed aud 145 wounded. 
General Wheaton entered Malinta, 
which is a small village of huts, yester­ 
day afternoon. 
TIU) United States gunboat Helena 
and other gunboats have been shaping 
Malabon, about a mile northwest of Oa­ 
km an, for several hoar*. 
The Insurgents made a fierce resist­ 
ance to the American advance np the 
railroad at Malinta. 
In addition to the 
fatal wounding of Colonel Egbert, sev­ 
eral men of the Twenty-second infantry 
and several of the Oregon and Kansas 
regiments were killed. 
Malabon B urned by Enemy.

by the fleet, 1,000 rebels vac ated Mala­ 
bon Saturday night, leaving a few to 
born the town. 
General W heaton’a 
brigade, composed of the Second Oregon 
regiment and the Twenty-second and 
Third infantry, stretched out along the 
railroad from Caloocau to the Tnbahan 
river, wa* powerless to prevent the 
withdrawal, owing to the natural ob­ 
stacles aud to the strong opposition.

re* smoke at daybreak was **— 


first intimation or the enemy** inten­ 
tions, but others followed at various 
pc.n k, a1, kooB blending iii a dense 
balloon-shaped cloud. 
The flames of 
the bunting rieemills and largo build­ 
ings could be plainly seen from Caloo- 
can despite the strong sunlight. 
By ll o’clock in the morning the only 
building of importance not destroyed in 
Ute center of the town was a large stone 
church, but even at noon fresh fires 
were started among the natives’ huts in 
the outskirts of Malabon, although th* 
general exodus took place much earlier. 
Many of the rebels sought refuge in the 
suburbs Na votes and Casa#, or were 
driven inland by the shells of the Helena, 
Calloo, Niugdapan and Laguna de Bay.

The calculations of both General Hale 
and General Harrison Gray Otis, whose 
brigades constituted General MacAr­ 
thur ’s division, were muoh interfered 
with by the character of the country in 
front of both, aud tbs enemy was able 
to take advantage of this, so that the 
operations against Novallches and Polo 
were delayed, though the right wing of 
the division swung out, sweeping fhe in 
a northwesterly direction.

W heaton's 
headquarters 
Saturday night was a half-mile strath 
of the river on the railroad. 
The oppo­ 
site hank was protected by a blockhouse 
aud iii trench tm-af a. 
Occasionally artillery and infantry 
fifed ac toss the stream. 
Finally the 
engine* moved a construction train wr 
to the bridge, the iron frame work of 
which remained, and began to replace 
the floor. 
While this was going on the Second 
Oregon re giment crossed the river att 
the left aud the Tw< nty-seoond on the 
nght, with four companies of the Twen­ 
ty-third infantry supporting the latter 
regiment.

stretched away a distance of half a mile 
to Malinta, situated on its crest. 
Fired From Trench!**. 
In front of the village were strong 
Filipino intrench men ts, but no Filipinos 
were to be seen.

Wheu tho Americans were within 
about SOD yards of the in frenchmen u 
tho Filijanos suddenly volleyed heavily 
The Twenty-second, which was holding 
the center, suffered considerably, but 
with the* Oregon* on the left aud the 
Kansans on the right in the woods, the 
fighting was kept up for half an hour, 
the Twenty-second infantry advancing 
up the slope, through the thick grass 
under the hottest fire. 
General Wheaton and his staff were 
all the time under a rain of bullets. Col­ 
onel Egbert, who tvas in the thickest of 
the fighting, was shot in the abdomen 
He was placed on a stretcher and an at­ 
tempt was made to carry him to the 
cars, but he died on the way.

most affecting scene. 
General Whea­ 
ton, baring his bead, said: 
“ You have 
done nobly.’’ Colonel Egbert gasped in 
reply I " I must die; I am too old.”

Hut C areless Husbandry »nd Crude 
Method* Prevent F ull D evelopm ent 
o f Those Industries—O ther Products 
o f the Island—Cont o f Land—Uni­ 
form Tem perature. 


Washington, March 27.—Dr. 8. A. 
Knapp, who was *eut by the department 
of agriculture to Japan, China and the 
Philippines as an agricultural explorer, 
ha* returned to W ashington and re­ 
ported to Secretary Wilson the results 
of hi* labors. 
He was instructed to in­ 
vestigate such products of the farms, 
field* aud forests of those countries as 
might be of advantage to the agricul­ 
tural industries of the United States. 
Regarding the Philippines the report 
says: 
Arriving at Manila, Dr. Knapp wont 
by rail as far as San Fernando, passing 
through the rice section to the east and 
north of Manila, on to the sugar lands 
to the north. 
Tho yield per acre, ac­ 
cording to the best authorities, is about 
1,000 pounds of hulled rioe on lands un­ 
der rainfall irrigation solely aud 2,000 
poundg on lands artificially irrigated. 
This shows very careless husbandry. 
The rich clay loam soil about San Fer­ 
nando is well adapted to sugarcane. 
In 
Luzon the methods of sugar farming are 
j quite different from those practiced in 
, the United States, while the factories 
I are the crudest conceivable. 
In the islands of Panay, Negros and 
Cebu, the sugar farms and factories are 
much more improved than in Luzon. 
Sugar lands produce from 3,000 to 8,000 
pounds per acre, depending upon the 
cultivation and the factory. 
The Filipinos, as far as he observed, 
do not give as much attention to the 
production of nitrogenous foods as the 
Japanese, hence are 
less 
muscular. 
Spanish statistical reports and inter­ 
views with Manila exporters satisfied 
the doctor of the prosperity of the to­ 
bacco aud hemp industries under normal 
conditions. 
Millet, maize, sago and indigo do well 
and are ordinarily 
profitable crops. 
Philippine (toffee, of which there were 
formerly many plantations, has a pe­ 
culiarly rich and pleasant flavor. Co­ 
coanuts, pineapples, oranges, bananas, 
grapes, figs and many other fruits grow 
almost spontaneously. 
The Philippine islands abound in val­ 
uable wood for building, furniture, dye 
wood* and some yielding costly gums. 
According to the best authority nearly 
two-third* of the laud is still public and 
passes to the United States with the 
title. 
If opened for settlement to sol­ 
diers, many of our young men will re­ 
main and become permanent settlers. 
Some associations of this kind have al­ 
ready been organized. 
The price of im­ 
proved land ranges from #4 to 320 per 
acre (gold), depending upon the location 
night and value of the improvements. 
Re­ 
ports of the observatory at Manila show 
that the average rainfall for the past 30 
years has been 75 4-10 inches. 
The tem perature is quite uniform, 
averaging during the past 18 years 77 
degrees for January, the coldest mouth, 
and 83.8 degrees feu May, tin warmest 
month. 
W ithin that period the ther­ 
mometer only once rose to IOO degrees 
and once fell to 70.4 degrees. 
Prominent Filipinos assured Dr. Knapp 
that upon their estates the laborers were 
industrious and thrifty, and if encour­ 
aged these conditions would become1 
general. 
A visit to the carpenter shops, 
machine shops aud various small foe- 
tories satisfied him that the Filipinos 
make good mechanics when properly 
trained.
